The purpose of this Program Memorandum (PM) is to furnish you with the payment limit for
ambulance services effective for services furnished on or after July 1, 2001. This PM supersedes
PM AB-00-87 for services furnished durinﬂ the time period July 1, 2001, through December 31,

Ambulance Services Update Factor - Reasonable Char ges

For services furnished during the period January 1, 2001, through June 30, 2001, the 2001 inflation
indexed charge (11C) update factor for ambulance services (also known as the ambulance inflation
factor) paid under reasonable charges remains at 2.7 percent (as stated in PM AB-00-87).
Therefore, calculate the 2001 reasonable charge screen amount for ambulance services furnished
during this period by increasing the 2000 reasonable charge screen amount by 2.7 percent.

For services furnished during the period July 1, 2001, through December 31, 2001, the reasonable
charge update factor applicable to ambulance servicesis 4.7 percent. Therefore, calculate the 2001
reasonable charge screen amount for ambulance services furnished during this ;)eriod b%/_ increasing
the 2000 reasonable charge screen amount by 4.7 percent. (NOTE: This 4.7 percent increase is
applied to the 2000 reasonable charge screen amount, not to the 2001 reasonable charge screen
amount described in the previous paragraph.)

Ambulance Services Update Factor - Reasonable Cost

For services furnished during the period January 1, 2001, through June 30, 2001, the 2001 update
factor for ambulance services paid under reasonable cost remains at 2.7 percent (as stated in PM
AB-00-87). Therefore, limit the reasonable cost per trilo reimbursement for ambulance services
furnished during this period to no more than the reasonable cost per trip limit for services furnished
in fiscal year 2000 updated by 2.7 percent.

For services furnished during the period July 1, 2001, through December 31, 2001, the reasonable
cost per trip update factor is4.7 percent. Therefore, limit the reasonable cost per trip reimbursement
for ambulance services furnished during this period to no more than the reasonable cost per trip limit
for services furnished in fiscal year 2000 increased by 4.7 percent. (NOTE: This 4.7 percent
increase is applied to the 2000 reasonable cost limit amount, not to the 2001 reasonable cost limit
amount.)
